H e l e n a (M. T.), June 24th.—The suicide 
of W ilber, the m urderer of five people in 
the Judith tragedy, convinces people here 
of his guilt. The details as to how the 
crime was committed and the motive for 
the deed, however, may never be revealed. 
It was not for the purpose of securing the 
valuable jewels from the bodies of the wo­ 
men, for they were left untouched. The 
only plausible supposition is that W ilber 
was after the wagon and the horses. H e 
hoped that by trading them to other parties 
for other horses and a wagon he could con­ 
ceal his identity, but this course led to his 
capture, for he was easily traced. 


OVERCOME W ITH EMOTION. 
The only hope of securing any informa­ 
tion is through his wife, who is in custody 
at Great Falls. She was before the Coro­ 
ner’s jury to-day, and it was firmly be­ 
lieved she was cognizant of facts that 
might reveal the origin of the terrible m as­ 
sacre. She came into the room pale and 
trembling. 
For a lim e her whole frame 
shook with emotion, and she said she 
knew nothing of her husband's doings for 
the past four weeks until three days ago, 
when she joined him here after the m ur­ 
der, and after be had traded off the wagon 
and horses belonging to the murdered 
patty. 
RECEIVED TWO ROLLS OF BILLS. 
Questioned closely about the pocket-book 
containing the money, she arose and said 
she would not be questioned any more and 
insisted on leaving the room. She was 
finally pacified and admitted that she had 
received from W ilber two rolls of bills, but 
declared that she never looked at them 
since and knew nothing of their amount. 
It was impossible to draw out anything 
from her that would throw the least light 
on the tragedy. 


BEEN MARRIED SEVEN TIM ES. 
She came to M ontana when she was 16 
and is now 30. She has been married 
seven times, and has a hard expression, 
though she was once a pretty girl. She is 
well dressed, of good form, m edium stat­ 
ure, dark 
complexion, heavily 
shaded 
round the eyes, and has firm and com­ 
pressed lips. She was first married at the 
age of 13, and said she would not have 
married at all if it had not been for a cer­ 
tain m an in Great Falls who deceived her. 
She formerly resided at Sun River, and 
was the wife of a man named Jorkin, who 
mysteriously disappeared. She was very 
bitter in denouncing the officers for their 
earnestness in pursuing and assisting in ar­ 
resting her husband. 


A TOUGH CHARACTER. 
W ilber was a tough citizen. H is part­ 
ner in a peddling venture, a man named 
Hobson, is missing, and it is generally be­ 
lieved he also murdered him . 
Iu a letter 
to his wile he said that bis partner had 
wronged him , and if he got hold of him he 
“ would m ake him think it was mighty 
hot.” 
F urther evidence of his guilt was 
brought out in a conversation he had with 
one of the prisoners, when he said : “They 
pumped up testimony and hired perjured 
witnesses against me when at Cheyenne 
three or four years hgo. 
I was tried for the 
m urder of the herd boy. They couldn’t 
convict me. They’ve got me this time and 
could easily get a verdict of guilty against 
me. 
I don't intend to be tried. 
I won’t 
be there.1’ 


U N F O R T U N A T E JO H N S T O W N . 


\Y h u t th e A n g ry F lo o d s S p a re d tin* C on­ 
su m in g F ire D e stro y s. 


J o h n s t o w n , June 24th.—A sweeping fire 
broke out in the First W ard at 12:30 tbis 
afternoon. 
The flames spread rapidly, and 
in half an hour twenty houses were burn­ 
ing. 
All tbe engines in the place were 
called out, and the most intense excite­ 
m ent prevails. Nearly all the houses burn­ 
ing were more or less destroyed by the 
flood. The wind is high, and the tire is 
spreading rapidly towards Kernville. 
It 
has gotten beyond the control of the fire 
departm ent, and now covers five acres. 


COMPLETE PARTICULARS. 
J ohnstown, June 24th.—The fire in the 
First W ard consumed all but three of the 
buildings in the dislrict bounded by Mar­ 
ket and W alnut streets, and by Main street 
and tbe river. 
Twenty-five houses were 
totally destroyed. 
Many of the buildings destroyed had 
been washed away from their foundations, 
though m any of them contained the house­ 
hold goods which had been saved from 
the flood. 
But a sm all am ount of these 
goods were saved. 
The fire is supposed to have originated 
from sparks flying from the burning debris 
in the neighborhood. 
Notwithstanding the force of men em ­ 
ployed in the ruins here was reduced 
nearly one-half, to-day a remarkable show ­ 
ing was made in the way of clearing up 
the wreckage. One heavy blast followed 
another in the debris above the railroad 
bridge and the place will probably be 
cleared up by Thursday. 
This afternoon about 3 o’clock a charge 
of dynam ite exploded near tbe second arch 
from the east end of the bridge. From the 
great body of wreckage tossed, and the 
rem nants afterwards gathered together in­ 
dicated that at least six corpses had been 
clown up. 
Much of the drift which had 
been dislodged from the stone bridge has 
lodged in various places, extending as far 
below as Coopersdale. A force of men this 
m orning began to move these obstructions 
which have rendered useless the great 
part of the work;at the bridge.

Ch ica g o, June 23d.—To-night’s sensation 
in the Cronin case is a circum stantial re­ 
port that the authorities have information 
showing that a committee of Camp 20 of 
the Clan-na-Gael, after an informal trial, 
found Cronin guilty of being a British spy. 
The charge was that Cronin, under the 
guise of endeavoring to expose the alleged 
malfeasance of Alexander Sullivan, Michael 
Boland and Dennis Feely, was in reality 
attem pting to bring about a public investi­ 
gation of the work and accounts of the 
Order for the information of the British 
Government and the London Times. 
It was shown that the exposure of the 
Order, which would be necessary in order 
to refute Cronin's charges, would furnish 
to tbe London Times all the information 
which it had despaired of obtaining by the 
appointm ent of a Government Sub-Com- 
mision in America. 
Cronin's maneuvers, it was also pointed 
out, whatever his motives, could hardly 
help insuring the extradition of every man 
who had gone across the water on “ active 
service.’’ 
Chief Hubbard and 
State's Attorney 
Longenecker neither explicitly affirm nor 
deny the reports. The story is that two 
trials of Cronin were held. 
The first was in January, but when it 
came to rendering a decision upon the evi­ 
dence one man weakened. The trial com­ 
m ittee was dissolved, but subsequently re­ 
organized in secret, the place of tbe man 
who weakened being filled by another man. 
The man who retired from the first m eet­ 
ing became aware of the reorganization 
since Cronin’s disappearance, so

did not do so. 
The Commission holds that it was mis­ 
apprehension under which the party has 
paid for one journey iu two sections, 
whereby the cost ol transportation has 
been made more than it would have been 
had a through ticket been purchased. 
It 
may be lawfully corrected by the return of 
the excess, though the carriers were w ith­ 
out fault and only charged for each portion 
of the journey regular rates, and it recom­ 
mends that carriers restore to com plainant 
the sum (.aid in excess of through fares.

H is office was to get 
workmen under the influence of liquor, 
possibly drug them, and then have them 
sign an agreement to serve a contractor 
company in Yucatan. 
W hen the victims 
awoke from their stupor they found them ­ 
selves 011 hoard ship miles at sea and hound 
for '1 ucatan. 
A rrived there they discov­ 
ered that they were to receive but sixty 
cents a day for very hard labor in an un­ 
congenial climate, and were compelled out 
of that to lioard and lodge themselves. The 
m ortality among these enforced laborers 
has been frightful, and to date fully half of 
them have died in great distress and 
agony. 
Many a man reported missing 
from New York is among these poor 
workers, and has no means of com m uni­ 
cating with his friends in the U nited 
States. 
The attention of the A dm inistra­ 
tion at W ashington has been called to the 
matter, but it is very doubtful if the Gov­ 
ernm ent can do anything about it. 
It can 
onlv interpose to protect our people from 
outrages by foreign countries. 
In this 
case no complaint is made of the Yucatan 
authorities. 
The so-called contracts are 
made w ith an American company of con­ 
structors of railroads, houses and canals. 
A ll the remedy the |>oor wretches have 
who are thus deceived is in an action 
against the company. 
If the act of “ L iv­ 
erpool J a c k ” is, however, that of kidnap­ 
ing, then the Government can reclaim the 
men and should do so at once. 
In that 
c a se ‘‘J a c k ” should be punished to the 
full extent of the law, and the men who 
hired him should keep him company. 


I t is worthy of note th a t the conclusion 
of the Samoan agreem ent will not be 
reached until the document has been sub­ 
m itted to the Senate, and lias received its 
approval. 
Under the adm inistration of 
Mr. Cleveland the Senate was not con­ 
sulted in the Samoan m atter, and the little 
information it gained it had to draw out 
by demands upon the President. So, too, 
the last A dm inistration appointed Com­ 
missioners 011 the fishery troubles without 
giving the Senate the opportunity to pass 
ujxm the im portant questions involved, 
though that body is co-ordinate in ]>ower 
with the President in the framing of 
treaties. 
T he Senate had advised verv 
differently from the action of the Commis­ 
sion, and it is not, therefore, surprising 
that it refused to ratify the treaty that they 
patched up. 
W hat a world of trouble, to 
say nothing of cost, could have been saved 
had the other arm of the treaty-making 
power been consulted by the President in 
that case. 
President llarrison has acted 
in a very different spirit. 
He had the 
power to have concluded the agreement 
relative to Samoa, hut chooses the better 
course of making the ratiGcation of the 
protocol dependent ujion the action of the 
Senate. 


P ro fe s s o r P r o c to r has warned the 
people of K entucky that the rapid destruc­ 
tion of the forests ¡11 that State will entail 
upon the country a great many evils and 
expose it to the perils of floods, the in ­ 
crease of tem perature abnorm ally in sum­ 
mer and its decrease in w inter in like 
manner, and that the general result must 
be to ailect the health and reduce the ca­ 
put ity of th e people for lalior. 
There can 
he 110 doubt of the soundness of the posi­ 
tion of Professor Proctor, and if the people 
of K entucky are wise they will set aliout 
the study and practice of arboriculture— 
not only those of K entucky, hut those of 
the sixteen other States of the Union that 
have remained indifferent to the danger of 
forest destruction. T here is no State in 
the I nion, probably, where the indiscrim ­ 
inate and shameful cutting down and 
burning of the wooded shelters of the 
slopes and the val levs is so engaged in as 
in California. 
It will he no far distant 
day when we will be reproaching ourselves 
th at we have neglected to give the atten ­ 
tion to forestry that the dictates of wis­ 
dom advised. 


S ays the Milwaukee Sentinel: “ It would 
not be easy to show that one particle of 
progress has been made toward freeing 
Ire lan l, or toward improving the condi­ 
tion of its people by the efforts of the 
( lan-na-Gael. 
On the contrary, so far as 
can be discovered at present, it has merely 
tended to bring reproach on the Irish 
cause.” It is probable th at this is a just con­ 
clusion. 
If the Clan-na-Gael has to date 
done anything to further the cause of home 
rule or Irish independence the people in 
Ireland have not given evidence of their 
knowledge or appreciation of it.

A MONUMENT TO A HERO. 


On Sunday we made note of the fact th at , 
next W ednesday there is to be unveiled at 
W ashington the statue of G allaudet by 
the deaf mutes of the country. 
On the 
same day, but in a very different section, 
there is to be unveiled another statue, and 
one commemorative of the heroism of an 
early period of our history. 
The cere­ 
monial is to be th at of consecrating to 
patriotism and history the statue of Major 
John Mason, the conqueror of the Pequots. 
The figure, which is already in place and 
veiled ready for the ceremony, stands 
upon the summit of w hat is known as 
Pequot H ill, overlooking the beautiful 
valley of the Mystic, just a m ile from the 
prosaic town of Mystic, in Connecticut. 
In 1887 the Legislature of Connecticut 
appropriated a large sum of money to pay 
for monuments to the illustrious men of 
the State, aud on the list stood the name 
of Mason. 
Two hundred and fifty years 
ago he destroyed on I’equot H ill an Indian 
fort, into which he had driven the P e­ 
quots. 
All who are fam iliar with the his­ 
tory of the country will recall the romantic 
story of Mason’s terrific fighting w ith the 
Indians, and how by the aid of Uncas and 
two hundred Mohegans and hut seventy 
w hite soldiers, he drove the savages from 
point to point, and finally into the valley 
of the Mystic, where they took refuge on 
the hill that lias since borne the name of 
the tribe. 
On 
this hill the Indians 
had 
two 
forts, 
aud 
these 
Mason 
assailed. 
H is Indian allies held the 
Pequots in such terror that he was com­ 
pelled, w ith hut few besides his white 
soldiers, to begin the assault. 
A ll knew it 
was to be a death struggle— that the In ­ 
dians must he exterminated, or the whites 
ail perish. T he feeling was very bitter, 
for these Pequots had massacred the men, 
women and children of W ethersfield, and 
it was Mason’s 
task, under 
cover of 
authority given by the General Court of 
the colony, to follow and punish the 
savages to the 
bitter end in 
retalia­ 
tion 
for 
their cruelties. 
A t davbrsak 
on 
the 
26th 
of 
May, 
1637, sword 
in 
hand, 
he 
fell 
upon 
the 
first 
fort and set fire to the wigwams, the allies 
encircling the place and preventing the es- 
caiie of the Indians. 
Hetween600 a n d 700 
of the savages were thus killed, while M a­ 
son lost but two men and had twenty 
wounded. 
He then retired to the mouth 
of Pequot river, and met his vessels with 
reinforcements. 
H ere the Indians from 
the second fort attacked him, but he re­ 
pulsed them, w ith slight loss to his band 
aud disaster to the enemy. 
P utting his 
wounded on hoard the vessels, he organized 
a new force of picked men, and took up 
the pursuit of the Pequots, whom he drove 
over into New York, where most of them 
were killed and the rem ainder taken 
prisoners. 
These were divided up among 
the Mohegans and Narragansetts, and it 
was stipulated w ith them that even the 
name of Pequot should become extinct. 
Under 
Mason, therefore, a handful of 
whites literally exterm inated a large tribe 
of ferocious IudiaDS, who were the terror 
of the whole country and a menace to all 
life and property, and with whom it was 
impossible to treat. 
But after the final 
battle described a treaty of peace was 
made with all the tribes of New England, 
that remained unbroken for forty years. 
Mason’s achievements made him the great 
hero of the northeast, and he was every­ 
where looked up to as the savior of the 
country. 
H e was 
made Major of the 
Colonial forces, an office he held foi thirty 
years, and which was the highest m ilitary 
title of the time. 
H is salary was but $200 
a year, hut on this he lived, and by his in­ 
dustry made such addition to it th at he 
was enabled to m aintain the position of a 
gentleman of the time, and to give due at­ 
tention to the m ilitary defenses of tlie 
section. 
H e was also Indian Agent, In ­ 
dian umpire, and the counselor of the 
G overnm ent in all Indian affairs, Cap­ 
tain of the fort, J ustice of the Peace, 
and Court Judge, a member of the Con­ 
necticut Legislature and the Board of 
Commissioners of the U nited Colonies, 
Major of the m ilitia at home, and the act­ 
ing commander in all expeditions abroad. 
In 1660 he was elected Deputy Governor, 
an office which he held for twelve years, 
and during the two years’ alisence of Gov. 
W inthrop to England to negotiate with 
th at G overnm ent for the charter, he per­ 
formed all the duties of the Chief Magis­ 
trate of the colouy. 
H e died ou January 
80,1672. 
H is bones lie in the old Post 
and Gager burial ground of Norwich. 
It 
is a spot which for more than a century 
up to 1859, say the local chroniclers, was 
rarely visited, and where the last inter­ 
ment, that of an Indian of the Mohegan 
tribe, occurred during the early part of 
the Revolution. 
It is the resting place 
not only of Mason, but of all the old set­ 
tlers of th at ancient city. 
T he Yantic, a 
rom antic stream, flows by. 
No tombstones 
mark the spots where the graves are, and 
the earth has grown level with years. 
In 
the center of the cemetery stands a mon­ 
ster oak, say the local press, and near bv is 
a plain granite shaft engraved with the 
names of Mason and his companions in 
death, which was erected in 1871 by the 
citizens of Norwich. 
The monument to 
l>e unveiled in his memory at this late day 
is of bronze, heroic, and presents the 
sturdy figure of the old Indian fighter 
upon a base of granite. 
It overlooks one 
of the loveliest hits of scenery on the con­ 
tinent. 
Isaac H. Bromley, a member of 
the famous Yale Class of ’53, and a well- 
known speaker and jonm alist, will deliver 
the oration. The Governors of Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts will be present, 
as will also many representatives of vari­ 
ous historical societies. 
Governor Bulke- 
ley will accept the statue in behalf of thx 
State of Connecticut, and thus will he 
commemorated, after the lapse of two and 
a half centuries, the heroism of John 
Mason. 


HARRY W H ITE'S 
DEATH. 


Ttirilling A ccount of tlie Sufferings of 
Dean H orton. 
A special to the Examiner, dated Jan e 
23d, gives the following particulars in re­ 
gard to the death of H arry W hite, of W ood­ 
land, in addition to those already pub­ 
lished in the R ecord-U siok : 
Dean HortOD. who was with H arry 
W hite when hedied, near Diamond valley, 
has sufficiently recovered to tell the story 
of his sufferings and his 
companion's 
death. 
H arry W hite, who was married to H or­ 
ton’s sister, was a W oodland contractor, 
and well known in San Francisco. 
The 
two were camped in a little tent near a 
creek, fifteen miles from Diamond valley, 
G rant county, Oregon. One night H or­ 
ton made a fire and heaped a lot of char­ 
coal on it. Then he and W hite roiled 
themselves in their blankets and went to 
sleep. T hat is all that Horton knew until 
he woke up, strangely weait and faint, with 
a terrible headache and an awful thirst. 
A deep snow had fallen during the night 
and had drifted around the tent, closing the 
space at the bottoms and makiDg it com­ 
pletely air tight. The charcoal tire had 
consumed the air in the tent, and the car­ 
bon fumes had asphyxiated poor W hite, 
and alm ost killed his brother-in-law as well. 
Horton says that he remembered won­ 
dering who he was and who the dead man 
beside him was. He saw a rilie leaning 
against the tent-pole, and remembered that 
H arry W hite had ODe of that pattern. So 
he decided that the dead man was his sis­ 
ter's husband. After lyiDg there two days 
Horton managed to drag him self over the 
dead body. Though only ciad in his un­ 
derclothes he crawled through the snow to 
the creek for a drink of water. 
He m an­ 
aged to get back and was not able to move 
again for two days more. H e felt him self 
freezing and so struggled to get on some 
clothes. In doing so he knocked the tent- 
pole down, and was not strong enough to 
raise it, but he managed to crawl to a tree 
and half lift the tent with a rope. 
He had not eaten anything, the doctors 
figure, for an entire week when he suc­ 
ceeded in building a tire and half baking 
some dough to save him from starvation. 
Every tim e he entered or left the tent he 
had to crawl over the frozen body of his 
companion. The day after he broke his 
fast H orton's thirst compelled him to again 
crawl to the creek. 
Meanwhile H orton's younger brother, 
Marion, at Diamond valiey, became uneasy 
at hearing nothing of his relatives. H e ac­ 
cordingly started out to search for them . 
He first came across the half-fallen tent 
in the snowdrift. U nder it lay the dead 
body of W hite. A half-obliterated trench 
in the snow showed where Dean had 
dragged himself to the creek. The boy 
followed the trench for thirty feet. There 
he found his brother. 
Dean Horton lay huddled up on the bank 
of the creek. H e had on him only trousers 
and undershirt. H is feet were bare. 
His 
head was half in the icy water. Since he 
had stopped there to drink several more 
inche3 of snow had fallen and nearly buried 
him . It is to this that his escape from 
freezing to death is ascribed. It was m orn­ 
ing when he went to drink; it was nearly 
dark when Marion found him. 
Marion dragged his brother back to the 
tent and stayed with him until morning. 
By that tim e he bad brought back enough 
life to Dean’s body to adm it of his being 
left alone. Then Marion rode back fifteen 
miles, to Diamond valley, for help. 
Dean H orton was held on a horse and in 
this way was carried out of the steep gulch. 
To get the dead m an out was a harder task. 
It took a dozen men to carry the stretcher 
up the alm ost perpendicular side of the 
canyon. 
H arry W hite was buried at Diamond val­ 
ley. H e was 32 years old. 
W hite’s parents 
reside in W oodland, Yolo county, and he 
leaves a wife and child in Diamond valley, 
besides relatives in San Francisco. 
Dean H orton’s feet were frozen. H is hip 
and shoulder, where they touched the 
ground, and the left side of his face, that 
lay in the water, were also black and blis­ 
tered. The physicians say that he m ust 
have laid in the tent two days before the 
charcoal fumes found their way out through 
the snow and left the air pure enough to 
bring him back to consciousness. H orton 
is a m an of splendid physique and of a 
marvelous 
constitution. 
Otherwise he 
could never have kept life in his body 
during the eight awful days before he was 
found.

THE CITY TRUSTEES GRANT NEW FRAN­ 
CHISES TO R. S. CAREY, 


INSTANTLY-KILLED. 
I 
EDUCATORS IN COUNCIL. 


But Stand the Central Bailway I’eople (til 
Another Week—The Bums Slough 
Canal and Other Matters. 


The City Trustees met yesterday morn­ 
ing, Mayor Gregory and Trustees McLaugh­ 
lin and Wolf being present. 
The report submitted by Chief Engineer 
Williams of the Water Works showed that 
during the past week 30,175,000 gallons of 
water had been pumped, the Holly pump 
working 143 hours, and the Stevens ninety- 
six hoars. 
THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 
Mrs. A. B. F. Knauer, through her at­ 
torneys, Taylor A Holl, presented a peti­ 
tion in which she stated that she owned a 
block of land, between Thirtieth and Thir­ 
ty-first, X and Y streets, and that the drain­ 
age canal ran past her property. She ob­ 
jected to the present foul condition of the 
canal, and considered that its presence 
considerably diminished the value of her 
property. It was daDgerons to travelers, 
not being fenced in, and took up a consid­ 
erable portion of the road. She petitioned 
the Board to take steps to either till in the 
canal, or brick it over. 
The Mayor said that similar complaints 
had come before the Board, and that it was 
the intention of the city to cover up the 
canal as speedily as possible. 
A .M . Cooke appeared and asked what 
the Board was going to do in regard to 
abating the nuisance occasioned by the 
foul and filthy matter that was running 
through the Tbirty-tirst-street canal. He 
wanted a definite answer from the Trus­ 
tees, and if they would not take any action 
in the matter, the property owners were 
going to present their claims before the 
Courts. 
The Mayor said that they would try and 
endeavor to abate the nuisance anil Mr. 
Cooke left, with what intention is not 
known. 


RAILROAD FRANCHISES ASKED FOR. 
E. T. Devlin, in behalf of the Central 
Street Railway Company, appeared before 
the Board, and after reciting the success 
which had been made of the new road, and 
its popularity, he asked that thev be given 
another franchise on Nineteenth street, from 
-1 to G, in order that they may run their 
cars near to Agricultural Park during fair 
time. 
Also, that all of their other fran­ 
chises be embodied in one, and that they 
be given the right to operate their road by 
either electric process, cable, horse or mule 
power. 
Their other franchises required 
them to run their roads by electricity, but 
they had been given eighteen months dur­ 
ing which time they would be allowed to 
operate their lines with horses, it having 
been seen that they could not suceessfuliv 
operate by electric motor. 
Mayor Gregory was in favor of granting 
the request, but Trustee McLaughlin was 
not, so far as regards the motive power. 
He was willing that the companv should be 
given a franchise for a road on ‘Nineteenth 
street, but as to giving them the right to 
operate t>y other than cable or electric 
power he was opposed to it. The people 
along the line expected to see an electric 
road, and until the eighteen months was 
up he was not prepared to vote for the 
franchise. 
On motion of Trustee Wolf the matter 
was laid over one week. 
Joseph Bauquier made complaint to the 
Board that contractors were taking saud 
from the bed of the American river, within 
300 and 400 feet of the north levee, when 
the law required that they should not re­ 
move earth inside of 600 feet of the levee 
The Clerk was instructed to prepare an 
order forbidding the removal of earth from 
over the north levee, inside the city limits 
or within «00 feet of the railroad track. 


MR. CAREY GETS HIS FRANCHISES. 
The proposed ordinance granting R. S. 
Carey new franchises for street-railways 
was taken up for passage. 
Franchises on 
the following streets were asked: Com­ 
mencing at the street-railway track at the 
center of the intersection of Third and K 
streets; thence south along the center of 
Third street to Q. Also, commencing at 
the street-railroad track at the 
center 
of the intersection of K and Seventh streets; 
thence running south along the center of 
Seventh street to Q. Also, commencing at 
the center of the intersection of K and 
Seventh streets, at the street-railway track: 
thence north along the middle of Seventh 
street to H; thence east along H street to 
Tenth: thence north along Tenth street to 
F; thence east along F street to Twentieth. 
Trustee Wolf moved to amend the ordi­ 
nance by permitting the track on F street 
to run to a point in the middle of the 
block, between Nineteenth and Twentieth 
streets, instead of continuing to Twentieth. 
This was done so that during fair time the 
cars would not block the passage near the 
gateway to Agricultural Park. 
Also, that a restriction be made requir­ 
ing Mr. Carey to complete one-third of his 
roads in the first year, two-thirds in two 
years, and the whole road in three years. 
If the road ¡9 not completed within three 
years, Mr. Carey is to forfeit his franchise 
and what road he has completed. 
Under these conditions' the ordinance 
was read a second time and passed. 
Mr. Carey thanked the Board as he 
passed ont. and said that they could take a 
ride down to the Art Gallery by about the 
first of January next on his new cars.

SIDEWALKS, ETC. 
The matter of the passing of the sidewalk 
ordinance, making the limits within which 
it is unlawful to construct wooden walks, 
was laid over until an afternoon session. 
A proposed ordinance transferring the 
duties of sidewalk inspection, from the City 
Surveyor to the Sanitary and Building In­ 
spector, was voted down, Trustees Wolf 
and McLaughhn voted “ no.” 
It was ordered that property owners 
through whose property Burns slough runs' 
be instructed to pipe ana cover up the 
canal, as it was a public nuisance.

Mayor Gregory, in speaking regarding 
the condition ot the old City Hall building, 
said that after the present work on the 
building shall have been completed he 
thought it would he made as safe as it has 
been for some years past.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session of the Board of 
Trustees resol ution* were passed ordering 
Fifteenth street, from L to N, and Thir­ 
teenth street, from J to K, graded and im­ 
proved. 
James Tonhey was awarded the contract 
or constructing a sewer in R street, from 
Nineteenth to Twenty-first. 
A lengthy discussion occurred in regard 
to.the sidewalk ordinance. It was finally 
decided to ratify the ordinance within the 
limits from Front to Tenth and from the 
alley between I and J to the allev between 
K and L. 
Some time ago several druggists com­ 
plained to the Board that the charge of 
$2 50 per month for every soda-water 
fountain was altogether toó mncb, and 
stated that less thari half that sum would 
be more proper. The matter was brought 
up before the Board and they left the regu­ 
lation of tne price to the discretion of Trus­ 
tee Wolf. He will put the rate at about $1. 
In regard to the old City Hall building. 
Mayor Gregory said he would consult the 
railroad authorities as to selling the struct­ 
ure to them and see what price, if any, 
would be offered for the site. The remain­ 
ing members of the Board thought this a 
good suggestion and considered that it 
would do no harm to get an oiler for the 
place.

An Old Man Has His Head Crushed by 
the I*lacerville Train. 
Yesterday afternoon at about 2:30 o'clock 
a man was run over by the passenger train 
from Placerville at Twenty-second and R 
streets, and instantly killed. His body 
was not hornblv mangled as is usually the 
, case, but a fracture of the skull was prob­ 
ably the immediate cause of death. After 
the accident the train stopped and the body 
was brought to this city and placed in 
charge of Coroner Clark. 
An inquest was held last evening on the 
remains and the jury found that the name 
of the deceased was Charles Delargy, a 
native of Ireland, between 70 and 80 years 
of age. 
The engineer was fully exonerated from 
all blame in the matter. 
Fireman George Hanford was the ODly 
one on the train that witnessed the acci­ 
dent. He described it as follows: "The 
train was nearing Twenty-second street, 
when I saw a man leave the fence on the 
south Bide of the track and waik directly 
out to the rails. The air-brakes were put 
on instantly, but the man was such a short 
distance away that the train could not be 
stopped in time to save the 111911. The 
pilot of the engine struck him on the side 
and carried him about fifteen feet before 
he was hurled from the track.” 
Engineer James W. Hanford testified to 
the sam» facts, although he did not see the 
man advance towards 
the track. 
He 
stopped his engine as speedily as possible. 
Three long whistles were blown just before 
the accident. 
John McCaughan testified that the de­ 
ceased was his uncle and they had been 
living together for six weeks or so. At 
times the old gentleman appeared childish, 
and on yesterday morning he left the house 
before breakfast aDd nothing was heard of 
him until information came that he had 
been killed by the ears. It is understood 
that the deceased owned a ranch or two in 
this county.

It 
was also known that the city ordinance, 
which demands that when an alarm of fire 
is sounded citizens should not use any­ 
more water than is absolutely necessarv, is 
grossly violated, particularly'by the drivers 
of sprinkling carts. In fact, no attention 
whatever seems to be paid to the ordi­ 
nance, important as it is. It was finally- 
agreed that th e Chief Engineer should be 
instructed to call upon the Superintendent 
of the Water-works and urge that official 
to lend his assistance in having the law en­ 
forced. 


A Sad Tale. 
A. P. Urp a few days ago climbed np into 
the dome of the State Capitol in order to 
get the benefit of such refreshing zephyrs 
as might be passing over the city. The 
surrounding scene was picturesque indeed, 
but being of short stature he concluded to 
improve his range of vision by jumping 
upon the sill which forms the base of the 
large pillars of the dome. In attempting 
the feat, however, he lost his balance and 
fell from the top of the dome to the roof 
01 the building and was horribly crushed. 
Almost every bone in his body was broken, 
Rnd the poor animal was not discovered 
until some time afterwards by Janitor 
Landsborough. when the latter went out 
to hoist the llag on the building. The 
funeral takes place to-morrow, and all re­ 
spectable canines will attend.

A. Platt was tried and convicted in the 
Police Court yesterday of committing bat­ 
tery upon the person of S. Quinn. Quinn, 
it appears from the testimony, quarreled 
with Platt’s younger brother last Friday 
morning on account of the latter's habit o‘f 
riding his bicycle on the sidewalk. The 
younger Platt went home and told his “big 
brother,” and on Saturday morning the 
two Platts waited for Quinn. They caught 
him, and the “big brother” laid him out in 
the gutter with a left hander. Quinn, in­ 
stead of demolishing his assailant, had 
turn arrested. 
The Platts both testified 
that Quinn struck the first blow, but Judge 
Buckley could not be convirced that this 
was the case, and ordered the defendant to 
appear to-day- for sentence. 


He Made a Bad Guess. 
George Holmes last night entered a sec­ 
ond-hand clothing store and informed the 
proprietor that he had two suits of under­ 
clothing which he wished to dispose of.

The triumphant smile which had orna­ 
mented Taylor’s physiognomy for the past 
few moments vanished in an instant, and 
gave place to an expression of mingled 
terror and rage.

M anifesto o f tlie i'n io n of R ig h ts—Voice 
o f tlie C onservatives. 
P a ris, Ju n e 24th.— A m anifesto w hich 
has been draw n up by th e U nion of R ights 
is addressed directly to electors and clearly 
m arks out th e lines w ithin w hich the 
w hole C onservative party takes its stand in 
view of th e general election. 
T he first 
p art of th is docum ent is purely critical, 
specifying the griefs w hich the C onserva­ 
tives consider they have against the policy 
followed by the republic o f late years. 
T he indictm ent is form al, and the founda­ 
tion for the accusation it contains m ay be 
contested, an d is contested, bu t the fact re­ 
m ains th at a series of terrible charges has 
been form ulated against the republic. 
T he m em bers of th e R ight endeavor to 
suggest a rem edy for the evils they point 
out in the second h alf of the m anifesto, but 
th eir m eaning is no t so plain as w hen they 
are form ulating grievances. 
T his is n ot surprising considering th at 
the docum ent in question is signed by M. 
I)e Cassagnac, as well as by the D ue cle la 
R ochefoucauld, and th at the C om te de 
M tm ’s nam e is appended w ith those of MM. 
Jolibois and Picou. 
It is a case of political physicans of en­ 
tirely different schools treating th e sam e 
patient, and consequently it is not aston­ 
ishing th at no definite agreem ent is arrived 
at and th at no positive explanation is given 
on the subject of th e treatm en t to be fol­ 
lowed in th e case. 
It is m ore th an probable, how ever, th at 
on one subject all th e signatories of the 
m aniiesto are agretd, viz., th at an im m edi­ 
ate operation or am putation is essential, 
and th at th e first and forem ost th in g to be 
done is to cut aw ay th e diseased republic, 
there being am ple tim e and o p portunity to 
discuss the latter treatm ent. 
T his point is dw elt upon daily by th e 
new spapers th at represent th e opinion or 
opinions of th e U nion of R ights people, 
but no h in t of this is given in th e m an i­ 
festo. 
T here is not a passage npr phrase 
w hich can be construed to m ean th at the 
authors of th e docum ent have any inclin a­ 
tion to overthrow th e republic. They even 
appeal to sincere R epublicans to join th eir 
banner, and content them selves w ith th e 
statem ent th at th e C onstitution shall be re ­ 
vised. 
T here are, how ever, m any diverse ways 
o f revising th e Constitution." D e la IloChe- 
foucauld, De Cassagnac. Joliebois and Gen­ 
eral BoulaDger have each his ow n plan. 
Floquet and C lem enceau also advocate re­ 
vision of th e C onstitution, th eir standpoint 
being likew ise different from the others. 
The B oulangist electors have, accordingly, 
a wide field to choose from , bu t nothing 
definite. 
T he choice of the revisionists 
w ould be w ell inspired if they laid dow n 
w ith som e am o u n t of precision on w hat 
line they propose to m ake the changes they 
deem necessary. 
T his the m em bers of th e R ight do n o t do 
in th eir m anifesto, but probably tliereasons 
for the om ission are both good and suffi­ 
cient. 
If they attem pted to explain th eir 
views upon revision they would ru n the 
risk of com ing to loggerheads. 
If, on the 
other hand, they openly declared th eir in ­ 
tention to overthrow the Republic, w ithout 
having an y very clear intention w ith w hat 
they w ould sup p lan t th e R epublic, a large 
proportion of th e m ore tim id of th eir su p ­ 
porters w ould possibly look w ith dread 
upon th e idea of a sudden and radical 
change of G overnm ent, and w ould hesitate 
to take a blind leap in th e dark. 
T hen, 
again, the R ight believid it incum bent 
upon them not to cast off from B oulanger- 
ism , particularly at a m om ent w hen B ou­ 
langer has declared his intention of refus­ 
ing his patronage to an y candidate w ho has 
not declared his adhesion to the N ational 
R epublic. 
U nder these conditions it is easy to u n ­ 
derstand that th e m em bers of the U nion of 
Rights have found it rath er au em barrass­ 
ing task to draw u p th eir m anifesto, and 
th at the program m e they have subm itted 
to the electors is in part am biguous. 
O nly 
the future w ill show w hether the electors 
of th e country will be satisfied w ith a pro­ 
gram m e so vague, or w hether, on the other 
hand, th ey will require th e candidates of 
th e U nion of R ights to explain them selves 
m ore com pletely and m ore categorically 
th an has been done in recent m anifestos.
